>I had a Grommes amp that had a wirewound pot on the rear labelled 
"damping 


The trick to variable loudspeaker damping is to vary the effective 
resistance in the circuit, using positive feedback. A small current 
sampling resistor is inserted between the bottom of the output transformer 
secondary and ground (so it is in series with the speaker which has the low 
side returned to ground, and has one end grounded). The voltage generated 
across this resistor is fed back via a low pass positive feedback loop, 
creating a negative resistance effect at low frequencies. As long as the 
negative resistance is less than the dc resistance of the speaker plus the 
transformer secondary, there is no oscillation problem. Technique was also 
used by Heathkit and Fisher, perhaps others. 

The effect of this adjustable damping is to improve bass responce of cheap 
speakers - probably not of much benefit to boatanchorites as we really don't 
want more speaker efficiency at 60 and 120 cycles! 

A reference on this trick is "A new approach to loudspeaker damping" by 
Warner Clements from Audio Engineering, August 1951 - reprinted in Audio 
Anthology, Vol.2, currently available from most audiophool suppliers.

I just love "magic eye" tubes, ever since I was a kid, parents' Magnavox 
had one, fascinating! 


I even remember a twin version of it, a 6AL7 (I believe, am not home, can't 
check). Had side by side "eyes", not as groovy as a 6E5 though. 


I have just found out that Allen B. DuMont invented the magic eye in 1930. 
He had been doing research on improving the life of phosphors in CRT's. 
The only other makers of CRT's were the Germans; they were only getting 
25-30 hours per tube. Allen got thousands. He felt that TV and o'scopes 
were a'comin' so put his efforts there. 


He sold patent for magic eye to (who else) RCA in 1932 for $20,000, a lot 
of dough in those days. He plowed the money right back into his company. 


Strangely, RCA didn't release the eye for production until 1935. 

I am proud to say I own DuMont AR-304 and AR-304R o'scopes in A1 shape. 
Side note: He hired Fred Link away from DeForest's company around 1930. 
Link went on the produce early (first?) FM radios for communications use. 


He equipped CT state police in 1939, maybe first such installation? 


I once had a VHF-high band Link FM rcvr, used loctals if memory serves 
correct.

Subject: Tuning eye variations 


Folks, 


In addition to the well-known (to Americans) 6U5/6E5/1629 pattern, John 
Sehring mentioned the 6AL7, designed for FM so that you could watch the 
signal strength and discriminator centering simultaneously. US types inclue 
the 6AD6G, with two independent blinkers on opposite sides. It requires 
one external triode per blinker, and the companion tube sas the 6AE6G, with 
both sharp- and remote-cutoff triodes. 


European types include notably the octal and now expensive EM34, which has 
two blinkers of different sensitivities 180 degrees apart like a 6AD6G. 
However, it has two built-in triodes. EM11 and similar types have four 
blinkers at 90 degrees, either all doing the sme thing or in different 
sensitivities like an EM34 but in pairs. 


In side-view 9 pin miniatures, they made a patern similar to a 6U5, but 
also ones with identical patterns on each side as well as those that 
illuminate a straight line with a gap in the middle (EM87, for instance). 
Myabe because the phosphor is painted on the inside of the glass and 
therefore better cooled, these last seem to stay bright much longer than 
other types. There are duals of this pattern, too, probably designed for 
stereo tape recorders. 


One of my favorites is the EM71, a loktal with a 6U5 pattern except that it 


moved the cathode off-center so the active pattern can be twice as big. 


I really like eye tubes, too. They're way better than TV!

Subject: An unusual and clever tuning eye circuit 


Folks, 


I forgot to mention in my previous tuning eye message the unusual EFM11. 
It contains a remote-cutoff pentode and an eye indicator. Bear in mind 
that European countris used to tax radios proportionally to the number of 
tubes. 


Teh detectgor output (AC and DC combined) is fed to the grid. The screen is 
fed through a dropping resistor and bypassed to ground as usual. The plate 
is fed through a resistor and the capacitgor coupled to the volume control 
and power amp. 


So...what about the eye tube? Well, its control electrode is connected to 
the screen, whose voltage of course varies depending on the detector DC 
output. Presto, audio gain with AVC applied and a tuning eye in one tube. 


Cleverness is good stuff.
